check had had a number of endorsements show- 
ing that it had passed through some bank. The 
writing and signature were so irregular and bad 
that the bank bad doubt about its being genu- 
ine, and therefore desired Beredell to give his 
opinion about it 
Beredell examined the check 


and said: "It had undoubtedly been written 
and 
signed 
by Dorsey, 
but

mosl 


have 
been 
drunk 
when 
he 
wrote 


it. 
The «heck was paid. S. W. Dorsey 


returned to Washington about the 1st of October, 
1879, Reredell informed him of the doubt ar 
to the check, and what he (Reredell) had said to 
the bank people. Dorsey's reply was. "No, 1 
was not drunk. I wrote that check in the cars 
on my way to Denver and that is why it was so 
badly written." A few days afterward he gave 
the check b^ok to Beredell to make up his mail 
account. The stub of the $2,000 check was then 
marked, "J. B. B, mail," and RcredeU charged 
that to the mail account as directed by Dorsey. 


SENATOB DOBSEY ASSAtTLIS A JUDGE. 


WASHINGTON, March, 8.—The Sfar says: To- 


day it leaked out that on Tuesday morning an 
atttack was made by Stephen W, Dorsey on 
Judge Lilly, father of Ex-Deputy Auditor Lilly 
at the residence of the former.

The Connecting Link. 


HELENA, Mont.j March 8.—The last contract 


that will ever be let on the main line of the 
Northern Pacific railroad was closed on Satur- 
day. On that day Messrs. Winston Bros., of 
Minneapolis, and H. Clark, of New York, were 
awarded the contract for completing the North 
Pacific track from the present eastern ter- 
ninns of the western or Pacific division into 
Helena the capital of Montana. These same 
gentlemen already had the contract for building 
the line from the present western terminus ol 
the eastern division at Bozeman, to Helena. The, 
distance, covered by each of these contracts is 
about 150 miles, making 300 miles in a'l to be 
built this year, with Helena as the central point 
of this unfinished portion. These energetic and 
successful contractors are equal to the task 
which they have taken upon themselves, and it 
is safe to assume that they will meet the expec- 
tation of the company and of the public by hav- 
jng the track ready for trains to pass from Du- 
lutb, Minneapolis and St Paul to Portland, Ore, 
before the close of 1883. Ch'ef Engineer An- 
derson, of the North Pacific, is ftre, and is 
assisting Messrs. Winston & Claik^n making 
vigorous preparations for the commencement of 
work on this closing section. The 150 mile 
contract 
jnst 
let 
will 
extend 
from 
a 


point near Missoula to Helena, and will include 
the main summit of tha Bocky mountains. 
Work has been for s .me time progressing on 
the tunnel at Mullan's Pass, through the main 
range west of Helena. Its length is 3,850 feet, 
and its elevation above the sea 5,549 feet. This 
lacks just seventeen feet of the heigh't of the 
tunnel at Bozeman Pass, the point at which the 
North Pacific surmounts the Belt range of the 
Bocky mountains. TThe tunnel at Bozeman will 
be 3,600 feet in length and its elevation above 
the sea 5,565 feet. Work is also rapidly pro- 
gressing from both directions on this latter 
tunnel, and it is expected that it will be com- 
pleted in ample time to meet the requirements 
of construction this year. The final measure- 
ments and location of the two tunnels show 
that the.highest elevation on the North Pacific 
will be 2,495 feet lower than the highest point 
on the Union Pacific at Sherman, and nearly 
2,500 feet lower than the highest point on the 
Central Pacific, wheie it cresses the Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains. 


Since the definite settlement of the fact that 


the North Pacific was to pass through Helena, 
this city has taken a wonderful forward move- 
ment, and everything indicates that it is to be 
the largest place between Portland and Bis- 
marck. Th3 advent of the North Pacific road 
has given a fresh impetus to mining industries, 
and scores of mines which had little or no value 
because of the low grade of then: ore, are now 
rapidly coming into market and being devel- 
oped. 


A Blow at the Reformers. 


NEW YOBK, March 8.—The executive commit- 


tee of the national civil asrvice reform league, 
George William Curtis, president, after express- 
ing its high sense of fae signal ability, fidelity, 
and success with which by general consent Silas 
W. Bnrt has discharged the duties of naval offi- 
cer of the port qf New York, adopted the follow- 
ing: 


Resolved, That the removal of such officer 


effected by his nomination to another position, 
and although Involving on his part great and un- 
necessary personal sacrifice, might be regarded 
as intended to promote reform had he been re- 
placed by a successor equally interested and 
zealous in the reform system. Bnt the substi- 
tution for the late naval officer of a gentleman 
without experience in the duties of the office, 
and unfriendly to reform at a time when abso- 
lute fidelity to ite principles in this leading 
office is of the utmost importance and the suc- 
cess of the system net only in New York but in the 
whole country, forbids that view, and Mr. Bart's 
acceptance ef the nomination offered him would 
have produced a false impression that he held 
his removal and the appointment in his place of 
an opponent to the new system to be in accord- 
ance with the principles of reform. We there- 
fore regard his removal, however ingeniously 
devised, as a serious blow at the reform in its 
stronghold, a grave embarrassment of the work 
of the civil service comTii-sion, and a violation, 
of those sound principles of administration 
which the country has approved, which the pres- 
ident has commended in two messages to con- 
gress and which congress has enacted into law."

risiig quite rapidly and the ice is rotting fast.

This has 
pretty nearly covered the sand bar and rendered 
ores ling impracticable as well as unsafe. 
The 


ice i i apparently floating and getting ready to 
break. The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Omi ha ice bri 'ge was evidently feared by the 
employes of that road, as they did not trust an 
engi 10 on it on Sunday or yesterday, but made 
the i lecessary tranters of passengers by putting 
then ton flat cars, backing them with considera- 
ble i peed and then uncoupling to make a flying 
tran <fer. It is probable that even this will not 
be a tempted to-day, and how the passengers 
will cross for a few days, if the ice continues to 
weal :en, will be a problem. A gentleman who 
arrh ed in the city last evening from the Ne- 
bras ca side had a precarious trip of it, being 
oblif ed to walk over with only the light of a 
lantorn. He reported the ice to be very shaky 
in appearance around the bridge. The thaw has 
been so gradual that the railroad company has 
had unple opportunity to prepare, and all of its 
nece isary rolling stock for the Nebraska division 
is over there. 


Telegrams to the TBIBUNE state that the river 


at M lies City is full of ice but on the stand-still. 
AtGlendiveit is about stationary, while at 
Terr r's Landing on the Yellowstone, the river 
has i aised considerably, and the ico, though 
weal, still remains. By reference to the weather 
bulls tin this morning it will he seen that the 
weat ler at Fort Eeogh (Miles City) is warm, 
and \ herefore higher water may be expected 
very soon.

The rapid 
growth of vegetables is so. great that man when 
ie even sees with bis own eyes and feels with 
his own hands, is lost in 
holding such wonders, he 
self, whether he is 
body. 


Garden seeds are usually 


ing, and the following morning yon will find 
beets, cucumbers, cabbages and pumpkins of 
enormous size. Beets gjrow five feet in di- 
ameter and fifteen feet long, requiring a team 
of strong horses to pull them out of the ground; 
one beet is sufficient to supply a family of ten 
persons for a year, while the space occupied by 
;he beet is converted into a cistern or well. 
Cabbages are well mounted in the air, growing 
on stalks from.

sional authority. Outside of the original 
thirteen states ten of the newer ones have 
made their constitution without authority 
of congress, and gone with it to that body 
and asked for and been admitted to the 
union. This is the course Dakota should 
lake. Over and above the cogent Amer- 
ican reasons against having a dependent 
provincial system; over and above the 
usual reasons that have changed all the 
territories into states as rapidly as possi- 
ble, we want to see Dakota and all west- 
ern territories outside of Utah made ioto 
states as rapidly as possible. Polygam- 
ous Moimonism is extending from Utah 
into the neighboring territories. We 
want to see that civilization-destroying 
Turkish bestiality garroted by puttijbgfas 
soon as possible a ring of free Amerr 


ican states all abont Utah.

American states that will1 make the 
American state law that will send a biga- 
mist and! polygamist to state prison. 
Those fellows at Washington will not 
deal with this degrading plague spot and 
bestiality in the right way. And while 
it has got the territories to overflow into, 
polygamy will get stronger and stronger. 
The way oend it is to garrote it witb 
free states. 
Make Dakota and other 


western territories states as soon as they 
have people enough—states with anti- 
ligamous and anti-polygamous laws and 
constitutions as they will have—and this 
social leprosy will1 not have any territory 
left to grow in. And so, too, let congress 
authorize the 
Gentile population of 


Utah to frame a state constitution that 
snail make polygamy a crime, and make 
a polygamist disqualified to vote or hold 
office or hold {property in the state. And 
let congress make it a condition and con- 
tact that shall be for all time the consti- 
tutional law of Utah, and that disobedi- 
ence to it shall ba held a nullification of 
national law and obligation, and compli- 
ance with the anti-polygamous law and 
contract shall be summarily enforced by 
federal authority. This country should 
recognize that this Turkish polygamy is 
ten to one worse than slavery, and more 
incompatible with American civilization 
and well being. And one of the effective 
ways to stop it is to make our remaining 
territories, like Dakota, anti-polygamous 
states just as rapidly as possible. 


BBADSTREET'S in its last issue contained 


the following on the "freedom of the 
press:" 


Time waa when the freedom of the 


press was regarded as one of the chief 
agents in the progress of civilization, and 
when much fljnd oratory was expended 
in defense of that palladium of human 
rights. But it seems that, after the iguor 
ant fumes have been dissipated that man- 
tled the clearer reason of statesman, it be- 
gins to be seen that an untrammeled press 
may be a very inconvenient thine; so in- 
convenient in fact and so powerful for 
evil as to require a vigorous exeition of 
the resources of civilization to counteract 
its demoralizing effects. 
At a recent ses- 


sion of the Italian chamber of deputies 
the minister of justice gave notice that 
the 'government intended to propose 
severer 
penalties 
against 
libels on 


the part of the press. This happened, it 
is true, in a land which has been fruitful 
in despotic policies, and perhaps nothing 
better was to be expected from it. In 
France, as a recent instance has demon- 
strated, there is to be no liberty_of publi- 
cation by means oi placards, which may 
perhaps be taken to be a branch of the 
great right of freedom of utterance. This, 
too, under tbe republic, the government 
of freedom. Even in England, where 
many excellent speeches on the freedom 
of the press have been made, the views we 
have referred to seem to be gaining force. 
Perhaps the most remarkable utterance 
touching this matter recently delivered 
is that reported as having been given out 
by the chief secretary for Ireland, who, 
in a speech justifying prosecutions of the 
press for the publication of articles at- 
tacking judges and jurors, declared that 
such articles were as much a part of the 
machinery of murder as the sword-cane 
or the pistol. These words fall somewhat 
strangely on American ears; but, perhaps, 
the excitement prevalent in Ireland has 
not been entirely without influence on 
the ministerial mind.

The Pittinces New Yor}c City Pays 


for the Services of Heart and 


Humanity. 


New York Truth. 


The publication yesterday of the full list of 


city officials, with their salaries, discloses a 
very anonialons condition of things. 
Some 


departments evidently pay salaries that can- 
not be called otherwise than liberal, while 
others are a discredit to the city in their mis- 
erable inadequacy. 


The legialative department,with ita president 


at S8,OUO, and twenty-three aldermen at $2,000, 
being more of an ornamental than utilitarian 
^ature, cannot be considered in an analysis of 
this character. A salary of $2,000 for three 
hours' taljk once a week is as great a marvel 
iu ita wayj as is a salary of $300 to a well eJu- 
cated, exjierienjed physician for seven days' 
work of a week of seventeen hours each. 


The auditing 'bureau is apparently the rich- 


est of "the bureaus, while the department of 
charities and corrections is only relieved from 
the charge, of wholesale beggarliness hy the 
salary of $5,000 which it gives to each of its 
commissioners. 
, The rno^t miserable showing throughout the 
whole service is the scandalously low rate paid 
to the medical force. 
\\hile prison keepers 


are paid at the rate of $^50, junior clerks at 
91,100, messengers at §SOO to $1,200 and driv- 
ers at $700, surgeons receive only from $300 
to $550. 


Is it not a wonder that the scandals which 


arise in connection with the wrongful deten- 
tion of alleged 'insane people, the improper 
treatment ot patients and the uncertain attend- 
ance of doc.torB are not more frequent? 


Police surgeons are best provided for, their 


salary being 32,250; and the officials of the City 
Asylum for tuo Insane receive 32,400, $1,200, 
8750 and $-WU, respectively, so that as they 
have board, etc., iu addition,, they are not so 
badly paid. 


But the other medical officers of this depart- 


ment are d:her shockingly underpaid or the 
medical service is very inferior. The examin- 
ing physician at BelleVUH hospital only receives 
S15U a year, or $!•"> pec week. Tjhe ambulance 
drivers get S^>', and the hostler $600. The 
engineers of the steamboat get aa much aa 
the physician, while the pilot gota $1,350. 


At the Tombs, thirty-eight keepers get $750 


. each, while the medical officers only receive 


$900, $550, $43u and $100, respectively, a total 
of 82,410 for the medical attendance of 500 
persons daily, at any hour, day or night, 
throughout the year. 


What doctor of any ability 
$50 a fair compensation for a private practice 
of that extent? And how much [time or atten- 
tion can be expected of men with a private 
practice for such a low rate of remuneration? 


At Bellovn hospital the physician gjatBi^UO, 


the ambulance driver $430 and the ^register 
clerk $4^0. The watchman, a very responsible 
official, only receives $060—a very inadequate 
salary—but even that is better by $60 than the 
physician's. The physician may consider the 
practice some compensation, but what skill 
can the patients gat at that price? 


At Ninety-math Street hospital, the house 
surgeon receives 810 per -week for keeping up 
the mystery which surrounds this building. It 
is situated la a most inaccessible place, and is 
almost solitary. In fact the only reason that 
BO far lias been seen for its existence is that 
Mr. Brennan, one of the commissioners, is said 
to own the house, and would sqpner let it even 
for that purpose than see it go to ruins.

miracle'like growth and prosperity, the 
ciiks, towns and couutijf hamlets of the 
eastern and middle states are sutlering a 
corresponding depletion1, not of wealth 
alone, but ot their joung" mes,

that the west took fi om them the offscour- 
ings, the tramps, the impiacticables, the 
old men broken in fortune and'spirit.

Tnis has nev- 
er been the fact, and now none but a blind 
man can fail to see 1 low the west is draw- 
ing upon the best 1 fe-blood of the east. 
" t o t h e north 


west from the shor« m of the old and new 
world alike, the op ;ning up of the vast 
prairies, the founding of cities and towns, 
all within a single lecade, unmistakably 
evince that all has >een said in praise of 
the unsurpassed fertility of the virgin 
soil is neither a myth nor a dream. Nine- 
tenths of those wh > come to look for 
themselves remaii to stay; and having 
readily found thei • place in the body 
politic, in turn to do good missionary 
effort in influencing some among their 
circle of friends ar d neighbors lo follow 
suit. It remains a marvel to every visi 
tor to our territory that possessing so 
heterogenous a population the influence 
and power of the Puritan stocft is every- 
where dominant; hence churches, schools 
and the privileges of cultivated, society 
are insured with the founding of each 
new settlement. 
It is well to understand, however, that 


with all the advantages which Dakota 
ensure;: to every resident, she has no 
room within her vast domain for drones. 
The entire absence^' tramps and incapa 
bles generally would seem to indicate 
that gentlemen loafers have learned the 
lesson in advance. There is no room for 
such as a component part of a civiliza- 
tion having more life and clear grit to 
the square inch than characterizes any 
section under heaven. 
All are two busy 


here ever! to give a lazy man a decent 
burial. 
Every young man is "sized up" 


according to his moral standing and bust 
ness ability. 
Every man stands on his 


own record, his family record is not 
dreamed of, the native worth of his char- 
acter and business tact and capacity are 
not discounted fifty per cent by old cranks 


immigration has set hitherwa'd so suong 
as to broach no opposition—means noth- 
ing less llian equal loss t<i all contributing 
states, more especially the New England 
anij middle states. The cry of the press, 
bewailing the loss of the best joung men, 
is most significant. 
It re-echoes the 


refrain, noi of the visionary, impifactica- 
ble student of political e'conomy,! but of 
the successful, practical rpan-ot-affaira, 
who, peering mio the tuturs a score ot 
years with the eye of prophesy,views the 
dangers ahead and wisely entertains the 
jjeavest f eai s lest when his place hi life 
is vacated, no son or employe worthy of 
coufidenoa remain at home to assume 
those grive responsibilities and dischaige 
those duties which he inturnassurnedfioin 
his lather—as a sort ot inheritance. Such 
a danger is not immediate, b.il is nearer 
at hand than oft time thought of in the 
now over-crowded cities 
of the east. 


Hence the bugle ot alairn is being heard 
in those parts. 
Professional men tare stil worse, but 


in a diflerenf, and perhaps riOre aggia- 
vating way. They cannot g;et "credit" 
among the long-sought, prs,yed-for-cli- 
ents until Judge So-and-so and a regi- 
•ucnt «>.t stray hairprl honoraril s'f-have won 
their last case. 


For the present, however, it remains a 


fact that the primary reasons why the 
young man comes ^est, is because he is 
crowded out of the east by limited oppor- 
tunity to exercise bis talent, by old time 
prejudices which hinder and dwarf his 
development and circumscri be his pow- 
ers; and by the ppV>r changes afforded 
"to get on in the world," unless especially 
fa-, oredby surrounding cone itions. For 
some time the east can well spare a large 
quota of her young men, whose active 
brain and restless spirit naturally rebel 
against the useless restrictions, the hamp- 
er ings, the narrowness which so often 
are placed upon their social ind business 
life. The spirit of intolerance seems to 
be moie rife in New England,at least her 
noble representatives are in the ascend- 
ancy in Dakota. Like the Puritans of 
old, they are here engraftin ; the better1 
elements of civilization, enterprise and 
good, clear grit, upon their own sterling 
traits of honesty and wisj conservatism. 


It still remains* a fact ^hat, mercantile 


business, in all its manifold blanches, is 
largely overdone in almost e\ery city and 
town east of the Mississippi river. The 
brightest graduates of the commercial 
colleges endure for a term jf years the 
dull, monotonous routine of 'office work, 
at a salary of from eight hundred to a 
thousand dollars per annum, with very 
little chance of bettering their condition. 
The more favored (a woefully small per- 
centage) finally obtain ownership of a 
snug business, by years of bird toil and 
self-eacriflce, and find to then sorrow that 
competitio i, instead of be ng the life, 
^proves loo often to be the death of trade 
' Unless favored with rich relatives who 


back him up in times of emergency, be is 
—despite h.s moral character or business 
tact—apt to be looked upon with dis. 
tiust, and his credit at the banks goes to 
alow ebb. He fiets a rest fiom his griud- 
idg task-woik when the sheriff closes his 
doors and a moneyed snark gobbles bim 
up. 


Now this condition of affairs is totallv 


diffeient in Dakot-t. The farmer here oc- 
cupies in the scale of public opinion the 
highest place and will so jcontinue as 
long as the development and wealth of 
tl^is Northwest primarily depends upon 
the cultivation of the virgin soil. 


Not only is the merchant or profession- 


al man crowded out of the east, out this 
phase of matters assumes even a more 
serious aspect wiih the farmers. 
In 


Oiiio, thousands of farmers £,re painfully 
anxious to figure Jput how their estates 
can be so divided that each of the boys 
ran have a chance for earnirg a living in 
farming his distributive part of the home 
place. Tli|e kind parent has most assidu- 
ously worked a life time t'> clear the land 
oi forests and to reader it p -oduciive of- 
good crops; but having at last paid fora 
farm of tb ree hundred acres, his closing 
years are liarrassed with figuiingout how 
each of his worthy, deservibg ,-ons can 
eke out an existence of his share of fifty 
acres. True, the youug man has even a 
tetter start in life thun his father had in 
his pioneer days, and yet he finds to his 
sorrow, that the land is high and out of 
all proportion to the income therefrom. 
1 oo much ready capital is represented in 
the ownership of the average farm. Hence 
it is th-it sp many youn^, men reared in 
IbJ e country crowd into the cities, only to 
see their limited capital soon vanish into 
n othingne^s.

After hearing th* argu- 
ment, Judg^ Drnmmond held that tne Western

On the other hand the 
mayor of the city in cawing the wire* to be cut 
did an unlawful act. His course properly was 
to apply to the court for an injunction on the 
contract.

claim of over $1,000 is held by Adler & Ohlman 
of Yankton; Peavey & Stevens a claim of $500 
that Eppinger & Co., of Bismarck, and otbe 
parties have c'aima for various amounts; am 
that the Sioux City & Pacific railroad is a credi 
tor for about $500 for tne use of various mate 
rial and tackling machinery. The total umoun 
of indebtedness of the boats is placed at abou 
$25,000. 
The question of how much of these 


claims "the sale or the boats will satic fy seems 
be the only one seriously considered, as it is con 
ceded by tho=e who know most about the bus: 
ness of the Feck line, that the boats will be sol 
to (satisfy a part of them.

He pitched into the slave- 
holding lords in a letter to Gen. Horatio Gates 
as early as March, 1776: "My dear friend Gates, 
all our misfortunes rise from a single source, 
the reluctance of the southern'colonies to re- 
publican government This can only be done 
on popular principles and axioms, which are 
so abhorrent to the inclinations of the barons 
of the south and the proprietary interests in 
the middle states, aa well aa to that avarice of 
land which has made on this continent 
so many votaries to Mammon 
that I 
sometimes dread the consequences," He paid 
this tribute to Washington on his death: "Mis- 
fortune, had he lived, could hereafter have sul- 
lied his glory only with those superficial minds 
who, believing that characters and actions are 
marked by success alone, rarely deserve to en- 
joy it" A littlj previous to this he wrote to 
bis wife: "I have no idea that I shall be chosen 
president a second time, though this is not to 
be talked of. The business of the office is so 
oppressive that I shall hardly support it two 
years longer. To-night I must go to the hall, 
where I e ^pose I shall get a cold and have to 
eat gruel for breakfast for a week afterward. 
Thia will be no .punishment"

Interesting and Novel Things That AD 


Expert Finds to Say About them.

There is hardly an object that everybody 


handles eo frequently, finds so necessary, and 
yet thinks so little about, as the door-knob. So 
long as the door-knob sticks in place it is inof- 
fensive, never dojges out of the way as.key- 
holes sometimes will, never barks one's shins 
like a rocking-ehair,uever howls when touched, 
as bedsteads are wont to, is in brief unob- 
trusive, handy, and, like most simple ^seful 
things, is likely to be little thought of. 
But 


there is a good deal to be said about door- 
knobs. 


All the door-knobs in England formerly 


weie made of wood or cast-iron—big, solid, 
heavy things—and for a time the American 
ones were the same. It waa. about 1842 or 
1843 that the manufacture of door-knobs from 
clay was Commenced in this country. Clays 
that would change their color in baking were 
selected and mixed together, after having been 
finely ground, pressed into molds, baked 
to what is technically known as biscuit, 
then coated with a fusible compound called 
glaze and rebaked at sufficient heat to melt the 
glaze and give them a glassy surface. They

Opening of Bids at St. Paul—The 


Imeky Bidders. 


[Pioneer Press, March 2.] 


There was quite a large gathering of the lead- 


ing representatives of transportation intereefa 
yesterday in the office of the chief quartaHuatei 
at department headquarters, on the occasion oi 
the opening of proposals for transporting raili 
tary supplies in the department of Dakota dor 
ing the coming season. The progre» of the rail- 
road system on the frontier, and notably the 
construction of the Northern Pacific and Mani 
toba roadsrhas resulted in making many of the 
larger military post more easily accessible; 
that much of the freight which for many yean 
hid to be carried for long distances by steam 
boat or wagon, can now be transported m 
cheaply and more ezpeditionsly by rail. Year 
by year there has been a shortening np of th 
routes in the department, and at the same tim 
a diminution of the quantities of stores to be 
carried under contract. As the chance for profile 
has become less, there has been less eager grasp- 
ing for the proverbially fat government con- 
tract, and the ranks of the bidden have dwin- 
dled down to a few who are able to h»ndle the 
transportation in connection with other inter 
ests. 
The bidding yesterday was not very 


«pirited,and the rates, without exception almost, 
were higher than was paid for the same servio 
last season. 
The prcposals were opened by Co! 


Charles Bird, assistant quartermaster, in charge 
of the chief quarterm water's office, and were aa 
follows: 
, Steamboat freighting en the Missouri river 
from Yankton to Bismarck:—Thomas C. Power, 
Helena, Mont., 54 cento per 100 pounds per 100 
miles; Thomas C. Power, Helena, Mont., 30 
cents per 10J pounds per 100 miles; E. D. Com- 
ings, St. Paul, 62J£ cents per 100 pounds per 100 
miles; E. D. Comings, St. Paul, 27.7 cents per

vertisement, be entertained. 
When Mr. Com- 


ing's bid of 23.7 cents per 100 pounds over the 
same route was opened and read, he objected to 
its being considered in that connection, as it 
was intended to cover transportation on the 
upper Missouri, between Fort Lincoln and Fort 
Benton, and was the result of a clerical error. 
In case the bid is thrown ont for this reason, his 
bid of 52J£ cents will then be the • lowest, and 
upon it a contract will be awar.ed. The rate 
li-st season on this route was 30 cents per 100 
pounds per 100 miles, and the amount of stores 
transported was 2,695,762 pounds.

FULL TEXT OF THE OBI31NAL BILL, 


The following is the full text of the bill for 


the removal of the capital oi Dakota: 


Section 1. The seat of (pvernment of the 


territory of Dakota is hereby removed from the 
city of Yank'ton in the teiritory of Dakota 
and is located and established as hereinafter 
provided. 
I 


Beo. 2. The governor shall nominate, and by 


and with the advice and consent of the legisla- 
tive council, shall appoint nine commissioners, 
each of whom shall possess qualifications of an 
elector, for the purpose of Ic eating the perma- 
nent seat of government,and the public build- 
ings of the territory of Dakot L 


Bee. 3. Said oommisssionyea shall, befora 
entering upon the discharge of their duties, en- 
ter into bonds in the sum of forty thousand 
dollars ($40,000) each, with good and sufficient 
securities, to be approved by one of the justices 
of the supreme court, payable to the territory 
of Dakota, and conditioned, for the faithful 
performance ef their duties under this act. to 
fully account for all mon ys that may come 
into their hands as such commissioners, aad 
they shall also take and subjicribe an oath to 
folly, faithfully and impartially, carry out the 
provisions of this act, which said oath shall be 
endorsed on their bond, and the same shall be 
filed in the office ot the territ* rial treasurer. If 
any of the commissioners fail to qualify, as pro- 
vided in this section, within, thirty (30) days 
after the passage of this act, 01 • should a vacancy 
occur at any time, the governi >r shall fill the va- 
cancy by appointment, and the person so ap- 
pointed shall qualify in the m inner provided in 
this act. After having qualified and within thirty 
days after the passage of tins act, the commis 
Burners shall meet in the city of Yankton, and 
proceed to organize by electir g a president, sec- 
retary and treasnnr,each of wlioh officers, except 
the secretary, shall be a memb sr of the commis- 
sion herein provided for. 


The treasurer of the board of commissioners 


shall give a good and suffioiem; bond, payable to 
the territory of Dakota,) and conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the d itiea of his office. 
Said bond shall be in the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000) to be approved as 
above provided. 


Sec. 4. On or before the fii st day of July, A. 
D. 1883, the commissioners, cr a majority of 
them, shall select a suitable site for the seat of 
government of the territory of Dakota, due re- 
gard being had to its accessibility from all por- 
tions of the territory and its general fitness for 
a capital, when at least one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) shall be paid or guaranteed in 
money or in land, or in tooth; if the amount be 
not paid in money, then ito payment to the ter- 
ritorial treasurer shall be secured by a bond, 
with good and snffioent sureties, payable to the 
territory, which bond shall be approved by said 
commissioners or a majority1 thereof. And, 
after the site is determined upon as aforesaid, 
said commission shall secure good and sufficient 
title deeds of at least twenty acres of land upon 
which the capital buildings shall be erected— 
and the same is hereby declared to be the per- 
manent seat of government of the territory of 
Dakota, at which all the public offices of the 
territory yiall be k»pt, and at which all of the 
sessions of the legislature shall hereafter be 
held. 


Sec. 5. The residue of the twenty acres and 


any other lands secured by the iiaid commission- 
ers, shall be hud off and staked out into town 
lota, blocks, streets and- alleys and public 
squares, and shall be disposed of as hereinafter 
provided, for the sole benefit of the territory of 
Dakota. 


Sec. 6. After said lands shall have been 


properly surveyed, staked off and lain out, three 
accurate plats of the same shall he made, show- 
ing the blocks, lots, streets, alleys, parks, squares 
and reservations of public buildings, one of 
which shall be recorded in the Tffice of the re- 
gister of deeds of the county in which such site 
is situated, and by him entered in the proper 
deed bock. One of said plats sh 01 be filed in the 
office of the secretary of the te ritory, and the 
thud plat shall be retained by he commission. 
Said commissioners shall fix a minimum price 
upon each lot not reserved for p iblic uses, which 
said price shall be marked upon each lot in said 
plat The said commissioners c hall then adver- 
tise in six newspapers published within the ter- 
ritory of Dakota, that they will: ipon a day to 
be therein named, and not less tl tan ten (10) nor 
more that thirty (30) days after the date of the 
notice, offer or cause to be off era I for sale to the 
highest and best bidder at pnbli c sale, each lot 
not reserved as aforesaid. Said sale shall be 
iteld first at orl near said capiti 1 grounds and 
shall be opened from day to day -at ten (10) 
o'clock a. m, and be kept open f >r at least five 
consecutive days. Sunday* excep Jed, and there- 
after any remainder of said lots, i nay be sold by 
said commissioners, at public a • private sale, 
at such times and places as said commissioners 
may decide, and at said males no lote shall be 
sold for any sum less than the n immnm price 
marked upon the plat above prodded for, nor 
upon any other terms than for caih in hand.

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ENGLISH DEMOOEAOY, 


Signs Pointing to an Impending Be* 


pbUic. 


The Ominous Discontent of the Lower 


Classes. 


John Swinton in New York Sun. 


There is in England a democratic revolt 


other than that of the Liberal party, or even 
its radical wing, though I found it to be the 
•tiff old tory belief that Gladstone, Dilke, 
Chamberlain & Co. are tearing down the-f ences 
of the Order of things as quickly and violently 
as opportunity will permit; that the assurance 
of universal suffrage, the interference with 
property rights in, land, the assaults upon 
Tested privileges, th> n maces against the an- 
cient church, the impen ling advent of iron- 
shod reforms, and the advancing supremacy 
of the commonalty, with all the threatening tur- 
moil of the times, are b inging about changes 
than which the spirit o'. destructioniam itself 
could suggest nothing more deplorable. I 
myself hold the high old tory opinion that 
there is danger to the ancient English domicile 
from these governing radicals, just as I hold 
the liberal opinion that the danger would be 
hastened by the ascendency of high old tory- 
iBm: and, in truth, I waa brought to the fore- 
cast that ruin is about to overtake not a few of 
the cloud-capped towers and smciking altars of 
England, and that, whatever be the.courae of 
the light-fingered gentry' of toryjsm or whig- 
JCery, the day of judgment and of doom for 
them is at hand. I do not in any way underrate 
the work that of late years has been done, or 
that is projected, by the advanced and advanc- 
ing leaders of liberalism, nor am I unaware of 
the prospect—well, it is hazy—that lies beyond 
the headland of to-day. Every man can take 
his own view there. 


But another and far more formidable demo- 


cratic revolt than that of ministerial radical- 
ism is in preparation among the English—one 
that is in moral affiliation with the democratic 
energy of continental Europe—one that stands 
on the Old rocks of right at the foundation of 
the world, and is to grapple with the abomina-' 
tion of desolation now enthroned over Eng- 
land, as kingcraft, nobility, monopoly and 
what not Doubt not that 
True enough, this thing ia not yet flagrant 
nor are its signs obtruded. 


But it may be mqrevor less discerned in the 
democratic federation, in sundry recent move- 
ments of trade unionism, in the vast growth of 
worSmgmen's clubs and the nature and spirit 
of their strain, in the numerous Sunday con- 
venticles of London for democratic debate, in 
several weekly aheete put out on Sunday, in 
the new outbreak of the land question, and in 
the turning up of able young democratic lead- 
ers for the suppressed masses. He who has 
the means of looking into these, things closely 
and understandingly will not fail to apprehend 
theiff bearing. Time will tell it plainly, I gueas, 
before this century is at an end, and the 
time may easily be haateftjd by circumstances 
brought about by blind leaders of the 
blind. 1 was taken one Sunday to a conven- 
ticle of London democrats in Soho—not open, 
as many others of the kind held that 
day were not open, to the generaTpubhc. The 
audience was wholly English, and the eight OF 
ten speakers were all ordinary Englishmen. 
They had strong heads, full of hard sense; 
they spoke clearly knew what they were driv- 
ing at, and seemed to have no less pluck than 
other Englismen; they differed in many ways 
from the old Chartists, and resembled in a few 
the extreme left of French democracy. Well, 
the monarchy, the aristocracy, and how much 
else will vanish in a whirlwind like that of 
1649, or that of r?93, when they raise the storm 
that gives these men their opportunity. In the 
dens where the cockatrice eggs are hatched, 
there will then be changes. 
If the signs I have spoken of are to be dis- 
cerned in the quarters referred to, there are 
ether signs akiu to these in devious quarters, 
and perhaps even the Reform cltro may noi 
turn put bodily in Fall Mall against the im- 
pending republic. 
It happened that of the friends who lightened 
my days of illness in London, there were three 
who may be described as representative men— 
a Tory of the old school, a Oladatonian Liberal 
of to-dag, and a Democrat of the apocalypse. 
To my Tory friend the Gladstone crew are 
levellers, demagogues and destructionists; and 
*--"- only hope for England is in the assurance 
Gladstone cannot live forever. To 
Liberal friend, the course of things 
some years under the dictatorship 
the "wonderful old man" has been alto- 
gether satisfactory, and the wonderful old 
man is now so arranging the country's politi- 
cal machinery that it is sure to run according 
to his system for an indefinite period. To my 
revolutionary democratic friend, toryism and 
liberalism are but two names for the one aris- 
tocratic and plutocratic system that is respon- 
sible for the squklor and shame ot the English 
millions, for the jobbery in parliament and the 
public service, and for the regnant cormor- 
ancy that is despoiling the country's substance. 
He holds that the democratic revolution may 
be precipitated in ways hot to be foreseen. 
"Let England, for example, be plunged into 
war witn Bussia, Jin^o might keep her up 
through several campaigns; but should her 
strength be severely tried in a long war, 
and bjer East Indian empire be torn from 
her grasp; should 
we 
thereupon be- 
hold here in 
England 
such 
popular 
distress and turmoil as followed her last two 
long wars, and which almost sent her to pot 
near the close of the last century and after the 
Napoleonic era, then] the hour will strike for 
the revolutionary English democracy; and we 
are prepared for it in a way that neither our 
forefathers nor theirs knew anything of; we 
shall seize it to break the grip of the domestic 
tyrant upon the throat of the devastated 
masses." It may seem strange to find English- 
men who talk thna; but I guess there are 
tens of thousands of them in London itaelf. The 
democratic revolt there has grown rapidly and 
deeply during the past few years, and it is now 
stimulated by forces generated from all the ele- 
ments. 


In Oxford street, Regent street, the Strand, 
and other shopping quarters of London, where 
it is always flood fade, one is struck by the in- 
dications of the supera bounding vitality of the 
perambulating millions. The lifefnlness of 
these London people flows sbrongly from the 
fresh springs of nature, & which there is per- 
petual regeneration of mankind. But in the 
dominions of squalor also, aqd even in quar- 
ters like the Sjaven Dials, you notice the strong 
substance of the squalid masses and the 
strength of their being. 
They have the 
primitive stuff in them, the rough rabble, 
after all these ages of hc5U; the power 
of defiance and resistance is not yet gone 
out of them; and, on the whole, you had 
better look out when among them, if you can't 
behave. Things are not yet desperate, then, 
even here; for, while there is mettle there is 
hope. In those manufacturing towns of Eng- 
land, of which I saw something, it was differ- 
ent The factory hands of Birmingham and 
Manchester had lost their souls, and had but 
little pf their pluck left; their bodies wer-e 
etiolated, their bones withered Man could not 
be more abject, life more desolate, the outlook 
more gloomy, or the anguish of the struggle 
For food under ihe iron law bf wages more in- 
tense or destructive. Nothing so cheerless did 
[ happen to see anywhere in London. The no- 
tion of democratic revolt seems far enough 
away from these dingy factories; but who can 
measure the resurgency of the world under the 
spell of the skies?

number of years was 92 a week. He bought 
stale bread and sopped it in warm milk Ha 
trained his stomach; after years of discipline, 
to go to bed hungry, succeeding somewhat 
better, than the man in the Greek fable, who 
taught bis horse to live without eat. 
ing, and, when he had thoroughly edu- 
cated the animal 
to 
the diet, then 


he np and died. Dr. Tanner starved on water 
for forty days, and an Italian lived on aj tea- 
spoonful of wine and a raw egg daily for a 
number of years. Yet these are exceptional 
cases; There are thousands and thousands of 
families in the city who constitute the deserv- 
ing poor, whose weekly income is from $5 to 
$a They are not drinking families, and how 
do they manage? One says: "I receive 86 a 
weak, I am a fireman in a large factory. I 
have a wife and three children. I bring all 
my money home on Monday night That is the 
day we are paid on, for fear the men will get 
drunk on a Sunday with no work. I give my 
money to my wife. Sho saves $1 first for ihe 
landlord. Three bushels of coal goes all the 
Weak, and costs us sixty cents; one pound of 
coffee goes a t^eek—that's twenty or twenty- 
nit*, cents, and a pound of sugar for eight 
cents, or sweetening (meaning coarse mo- 
lasses) for ten cents 
a quart; stale 
bread you get two loaves for four cents—that 
costs us about fifty cents a week. If my wife 
goes to market she goes late and buys the re- 
fuse vegetables and potatoes. Then we only 
have two meals a day. I am up and off before 
five o'clock, as 1 have to start aU the fires, and 
I have a cup of- coffee and piece of bread, and 
my wife puts up a cold snack and any meat 
that's left over from the day before, for my 
dinner. The children get along most anyhow 
during the day. At night I have a warm sup- 
per—a stew and soup, generally; and as for 
clothes, I wear three cheviot shirts a year, and 
my boss has given me an old coat, which keeps 
me warm, for an odd job I did him. The chil- 
dren go barefooted in the summer, and in win- 
ter we save enough to get them shoes. Thank 
God, since my baby died of small-pox I've had 
no sickness in my family." 


The Possibilities of Beef Tea,

sauce sometimes, then sets the salt and pepper 
before the customer, and bids him season to 
his taste. The customer will be surprised if 
he observes how much salt it takes to bring 
out the full, rich beefsteak flavor. Beef tea is 
a warming, stimulating, non-intoxicating 
drink, and is, perhaps, one of the best bever^ 
ages for cold and damp weather that can be 
devised.
